ber next (the third day of the month), at eight o’clock in the 
’ evening (Daylight Saving Time) for the following purposes: 


1. ‘To elect a moderator to preside at said meeting. 


2. ‘To elect a clerk, a board of three commissioners, a treas- 
urer, and an auditor for the ensuing year. 


3. ‘To hear the reports of the clerk, treasurer, and other 
officers of said District, and to take such action as you may 
desire in regard to the same. 


4. To take such action as you may desire in regard to al- 
lowing the same discount on district taxes as is allowed by the 
Town of North Hampton on town taxes. 


5. To raise such sum of money as may be needed for ex- 
tinguishment of fires, hydrant service, sidewalk construction 
and maintenance, street lighting, police and watchman service, 
drainage and mosquito prevention, planting and care of shade 
or ornamental trees, maintenance and care of parks or com- 
mons, making and enforcement of zoning regulations, and all 
other district expenses. 


6. To transact such other business as may legally come 
before said meeting.

Commissioners’ Report 


1939-1940 


I. Szdewalks: ‘The April 20, 1940, storm and high tide, 
that did so much damage along the coast, undermined our 
concrete walk at the end of the breakwater next to the bath- 
houses, but this was repaired at small expense. 

A northwesterly gale and thunderstorm on August 2, 1940, 
blew some 600 feet of our plank walk at Bass Beach off the 
top of the rocks; and about a third of this was swept out to 
sea. We had the damaged sections repaired and replaced as 
soon as possible. ‘This is the second occasion that the plank 
walk has been blown off here, the first being in the hurricane 
of September 21, 1938 (correcting the date given in our last 
report). | 

Other work on sidewalks included filling in with gravel 
where rocks had been washed up in front of the Fish Houses in 
the April storm, and usuai maintenance. 


Il. Water Service and Fire Protection: ‘TVhe Public Service 
Commission handed down a decision last June, establishing a 
_ valuation of the Hampton Water Works Company’s plant, 
and fixing domestic rates lower than those heretofore in force. 
But as the Company has appealed, the reduced rates have not 
yet become effective. A copy of the decision is on file with 
the Commissioners. ‘The rates for hydrants are not involved 
in this case. 

The Commissioners have voted to install one new hydrant 
on Locke Road near the new house of Edward R. Hale, at a 
cost of $90.00 a year, this to be included in the appropriation 
to be voted on at the annual meeting. 


Ill. Drainage and Mosquito Control: We have continued the 
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routine work of spraying and cleaning out the ditches in the 
Marsh as in the past. Cedar Swamp and other fresh water 
boggy areas were sprayed thoroughly with oil in May. 


IV. <onng: After the annual District Meeting last Sep- 
tember, Philip N. Hobson was re-appointed Zoning Inspector 
for one year, and Blanche H. Boynton was re-appointed to the 
Board of Adjustment, for a term of five years. 


V. Policing: Watchman service was again maintained dur- 
ing the winter, and a lifeguard (and special policeman) em- 
ployed during the summer. A life-boat and life-saving buoy 
have been kept on hand at the bathhouses. 

We have employed a man to pick up papers and refuse along 
the beach and highways during the summer. 


VI. Parks and Trees: As in 1939, the District is sharing with 
the Garden Club the expense of maintaining the Rock Garden 
east of the fish houses, continuing the work begun by the late 
Miss Frost. The District is paying $50.00 of this expense. 

A large part of the trees put in along the Sea Road have 
died, and negotiations are under way to have them replaced 
early next spring. 


VU. Willow Avenue: ‘This road has been kept as a one- 
way road during the summer in co-operation with the Select- 
men. 


VIII. Taxes: The District tax rate last year was $2.20 per 
thousand valuation, the amount raised being slightly over 


$2,000.00.
